Hotv Uncle Sam'it Farms are Shame- 


leswly Stolen. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept.lOtL. 


The greatest frauds under the govern- 


ment are yet to be exposed, and will 
create 
a profound 
sensation when 


brought to light. These irregularities 
are in the public land districts through- 
out the west, and have been perpetrated 
by thousands of people in a small way, 
the aggregate reaching way up to tens of 
thusands of acres of the public domain 
obtained fraudulently from the govern- 
ment. In some instances the govern- 
ment officers at the land office will be 
implicated in the frauds and several re- 
movals have been made, to be followed 
by investigations. Certain registers of 
land offices have 
been found 
who 


"winked" at the fraudulent entries, each 
"wink" in such cases being valued at 
no small sum in hard cash. AH these 
entries which have been fraudulently 
made will be held for cancellation, and 
the crooked entry men will be arrested 
wherever found. 


It is chaiged that many supposed 


reputable business men throughout the 
far west have conspired deliberately to 
defraud the United States out of 160 
acre farms, while crooked people of all 
descriptions are constantly hovering 
over the public lands like vultures. 
Laud officers are supposed to keep up a 
constant struggle to prevent fraud, but 
notwithstanding this alleged 
surveil- 


ance, the government has lost upwards 
of half a million acres, literally stolen 
from the public domain by tbo land- 
shaipj). 


A NE-W SYSTEM. 


Commissioner Sparks and Chief Clerk 


Walker of the general land office coin- 
mtnced a few weeks ago a new system 
of "checking off" the business of each 
local land office. Instead of sending 
the 
inspectors 
hither 
and thither 


to look 
after 
isolated 
cases 
of 


fraud 
brought 
to the attention of 


the 
office, 
and 
having 
the 
time 


of the inspectors frittering away in ex- 
pensive travel, these officials adopted 
a plan which is now being carried out. 
The inspectors take one township at a 
time, examine every entry without ex- 
ceptions and ascertain if each individu- 
al ontryman has complied stnctly with 
the provisions of the laws relating to 
homestend, pre-emption, timber culture 
mineral claims, etc. This new system 
is a virtual "clean sweep," and the re- 
sult is that many hundreds of false 
claims are swept away and the lands 
restored to the public domain. 
The 


opportunities for perpetrating 
these 


land frauds are open to everybody and 
the temptation catches scores upon 
scores of people, good, bad and indiffer- 
ent, who want land. 


STEEPED IN PBATTD. 


In New Mexico the revela*ions are 


frightful, the entire land operations in 
that Territory having been apparently 
steeped in fraud for years past. When 
it is stated that ninety per cent of all en- 
tries in New Mexico will be held for 
cancellation, it may be surmised to 
what extent frauds have been perpetra- 
;ed. 
Reports from California are very 


sad, while in Devil's Lake, Dakota, 
.and district is reeking with fraud and 
perjury. In Nebraska und Kansas fully 
seventy per cent of all land entries are 
crooked and will be canceled. All sorts 
of people ate implicated, the frauds even 
reaching up the marble steps of the 
Capitol to taint the skirts of the repre- 
sentatives •vrho frame the laws which ore 
easily broken. Colorado is about as 
bad, and altogetbsr throughout the en- 
tire west not fifty per cent of all the im- 
jerfected land entries are free from 
raud. This is a terrible commentary 
upon the wicked avarice of oar day. 
The explosion will occur within a few 
weeks, and will arouse the whole coun- 
try.

TJIOMAJTS X.ECTI7BE. 


Urontbofthe fivll Service Syttem 


ID too United state*. 


(Bulletin.) 


Last evening Judge Leroy D. Thoman, 


a member of the United States Civil 
Service Commission, gave a very in- 
teresting lectuie at Irving Hall on 
Civil Service Reform, to the members 
and friends of the Civil Service Reform 
Association of California. J. G. East- 
land, President of the association, pre- 
sided and introduced the speaker. 


•'There are now,"said Judge Thoman 


"12,000 men iind women in the Gov- 
ernment service 
Under the statutes 


of 1853 they were divided into four 
classes—the first including those draw- 
ing a 
salary of S1.200, the second 


$1,400, the third $1,600 and thefourth 
$1,800. It has been divided into six 
classes embracing from $720 to $1,800. 
Two yenrs ago, the ninth day of lant 
March tbe commission met and formu- 
lated rules, tbe substance of which has 
become the existing law. One of the 
objections made by those opposed to 
the l*\v was that many who can pass 
the examination may not make the 
best clerks. In reply to this he would 
state that of the 3,572 who entered on 
the first eiaminution, 1,900 passed, 700 
received appointments, and of these 
3 were discharged after six months' term 
of probation. In the second examina- 
tion, there were 7,000 applicants, 4,200 
passed, 1,700 were appointed, and two 
were discharged at the close of the term 
of probation.'' The Speaker argued that 
60,000,000 ppople of the United States 
held 4,000,000 square miles of territory, 
and were entitled to see that its affairs 
were conducted by good and competent 
men. He compared the examination 
under the law to that of a private indi- 
vidual by tne owner or manager of a 
large -wholesale house, and objected to 
the Government paying men $1,200 a 
year to be taught what they should have 
known prior to going into the service. 
It took five years to instruct a man 
under the old spoils system, while 
under tbe merit system competent men 
were secured who gave the Government 
good service during tho^e five years. 
People confounded the examinations for 
clerkships with those for special service, 
as the Signal Service and Patent Office, 
and eluitued that the latter were tech- 
nical tiud required u collegiate educa- 
tion. Further, the press claimed that 
the Commissioners themselves could 
not HDs\v«r the questions they pro- 
pounded.
